My dear Folks: 


In the last letter 1 had told yon 


he liappenlngg up to Honolulu, but 
new things are happening so fast that 


: do not see how I am going to get 
caught up this time. The afternoon 
sun lighted up 
the 
colors of the 


green Island that afternoon as we 
steamed In from the west. -The city 
ot Honolulu, with its white build- 
ings and spires, looked like an en- 
chanted village, 
spread 
out 
along 


the 
narrow 
green 
coast 
plain. 


Brown, rugged mountains stooQ close 
in the background^ and the rain from 
a clear eky kept a constant -ilnbow 
arched over the hllU all afternoon. 
Can't you iust see It' I sent no pos- 
tals for none were beautiful enough. 
In the afternoon we took a trolley 
ride out south 
to* the acquarlum. 


where they keep the most wonderful 
fishes, many of ther1. colored as beau- 
tifully or fantastically as any birds. 
On the way out we passed rice and 
banana plantations, 
and cocoanut 


end palm *rees, while off to the west 
stretched old Pacific, used there for 
a bathing beach. 
I was very much 


surprised tc see the banana trees so 
low that the 
fruit 
stalks nearly 


touched 
the 
ground. 
They wern 


planted in rows along low dikes be- 
tween which the sea could come In 
In the narrow canals. Vegetation was 
all tropical. 
The houses and busi- 


ness blocks were quite up to date. 
There are now more Chinese on the 
Island than all the rest of the popula- 
tion put togethei*. 
There are also 


many Japanese, and of course, a lot 
of Americans. 
It was no trouble to 


pick out the natives, for they were 
so very brown. 
Just to think that 


\vlfbln a lifetime those natives or 
their parents were cannibals. Chris- 
tianity surely has worked quickly In 
transforming that place. 
Their style 


of bouquet was a novelty to us. When 
we got off the bo4| there were ever 
so many native women, In their cus- 
tomary dress, 
& mother hubbard, 


vending flower wreaths at the wharf 
These were of all colors and flowers, 
gome being 
carnations 
picked to 


pieces and strung on a string to be 
worn about the neck. 
In lieu of nat- 


ural flowers, some were selling pa- 
per wreathes. 
Many of the passen- 


gers came on board with the flowers 
around their shoulders, or hats, if 
fthey were men, and right picturesque 
they were for an hour or two. 
As 


the boat pulled out, a lot of divers 
Followed us like a shoal of fish, call- 
Ing up the two English words they 
seemed to know best, "Drop nickel." 
As soon as a coin was tossed oat Into 
the water those fellows dived down 
after it, and one was sure to come 
up with it between bis fingers. That 
If. quite a diversion at that port, as 
Is the surfriding. 
The latter I did 


not see, hut they say that the natives 
will take a plank and work It away 
out on the ocean 
somehow, when 


breakers are rolling In, then stand 
up on the board and ride In on the 
waves. 
It most 
be 
a fascinating 


sport. 
I think I would like to try 


It myself. 


This la the week we lost a day; 


there was no Wednesday. 
Tuesday 


night we went to bed, and when we 
wakened it was Thursday morning. 
It does seem queer. 
We go by sun 


time all the while. Every noon the 
ship clocks are set back about twen- 
ty-five minutes. 
The greatest dis- 


tance we have made yet In any 24 
hours Is 377 miles. 
I think that Is 


about the aim, but on account of 
high winds we have lost time. 


There IB always something doing 


on board, so that 
we 
feel Just aa 


crowded for time as on land. 
The 


other night (here was a benefit con- 
cert for retired seamen. 
Then once 


a week there Is a dance upon deck, 
and last night there was a mock trial, 
a breach of promise suit. 
It was 


very funny. 
There are about two 


afternoons given to "sports," but af- 
ter the first time they are not very 
Interesting to me. 
A few of the 


races, 
however, have 
been 
very 


funny. 
The captain and chief engi- 


furnish some 
diversion every 


attarnoon at flv« by their swimming 
ituou in the little two by four can- 
vas* pool out oa the steerage deck. 
Generally, though, we alt out on 
deck and try to read and write, but 
do not ftucceed for thoae around ua 
who find It as hard at we to concen- 
trate. 
One afternoon thU week we 


did hare a circus. 
There are two 


new engineers on board who have! 
never been to see before. 
It seema 


to be a code among seamen thai all 
•uch shall bd Initiated, and this time 
the ceremony 
was 
public. Flrat. 


Father Neptune, with flowing hair 
and beard made from raveled rope*, 
carrying a great sceptre, wearing a 
big crown, and attended by two mer- 
maids, ludicrous In rope hair, red 
face paint, and ladles' bathing suits, 
took his throne. The apparatus had 
been gotten ready. 
The first fellow 


was brought in blind-folded, by sev- 
eral deck hands who wore "slicker" 
BUita. Tba 
candidate, 
after being 


presented to Neptune, was stuck Into 
a kind of canvass tube several yards 
long, and a stream of water from the 
heavy fire hose turned in at the other 
end. 
The poor fellow had to crawl 


the full 
length 
blind-folded, with 


that cold water 
dashing 
on him. 


During the progress, those outside 
tried to hold him back, all the while 
saying, "Now he

After that Neptune 


ordered him to be tried in the Behr- 
ing Sea and Siberia.

say that the- man was in a bathing 
suit.) 
He was seated In a box of 


Ice, 
chunks of which were stuck In- 


side of his sweater, while the leader 
proceeded to give him a shave. 
Of 


course he wna held, hands and feet, 
so that he could hardly move. 
A 


bucket of 
red 
mud 
and a paint 


brush served as the shaving mug 
and brush; a board, smoothed off 
just a iittle, as the razor. When the 
mud 
had 
been 
daubed 
liberally 


enough that the victim 
got all he 


wanted to eat, the 
shaving began 


with uncertain gentleness, the scrap- 
ings being wiped on the man's arm. 
That finished, be was given a mas- 
sage with ice, so that the red mud 
was smeared over every bare spot. 
U must have been a happy moment 
for the fellow when he was led up 
the steps of the bathing 
pool and 


dumped in, for be can swim like a 
flsh. At any rate, he washed off all 
the mud he could get off In a few 
seconds, and incidentally his blind- 
fold.
